Take a look at the bicycle racks on campus any fine day from spring 
thaw to freeze-up, and it is obvious that the University community is 
one with a strong attachment to the bicycle as a cheap and usually 
convenient means of daily transportation. From sleek ten-speeds, 
nervously awaiting the return of their rightful owners to sleepy old 
clunkers that would be just as much at home on display in our 
Provincial Museum, they are all tethered side by side, proof of the 
increasing poularity of this beautifully simple device. 

It is likely that the golden age of the bicycle is yet to come, and, 
when one considers that Alberta cannot long remain an island of 
extravagant fuel consumption, this modest machine must inevitably 
take on an important role in our search for diverse transportation 


solutions. Probably because of the average age of the campus 
community, as well as financial, health, ecological, and parking 
considerations, The University of Alberta is already a leader in this 
city in its realization of the full potential of the bicycle. 

Now the time appears to be right for a cycling organization in 
Edmonton that will assure the bicycle (and its rider) due respect and 
consideration in keeping with its true value. Such an organization will 
be able to speak loudly and clearly on behalf of the annually 
increasing number of commuting cyclists in Edmonton. 


While there are already two cycling clubs in this city, each 
specializes in a form of recreation, one for road and track racing, the 
other for May and June tours outside the city limits. This leaves the 
vast majority of Edmonton cyclists (those who regularly cycle for 
convenience within the city) without a unified voice through which 
to speak their concerns. 

A few who cycle daily to campus would like to see the initiation 
of the new organization now, so that 1980 might see some improvements 
on the local cycling scene. The name of the group will likely be the 
Edmonton Bicycle Commuters, and its aims within our city are 
essentially: to promote the use of the bicycle as a commuting 
vehicle; to encourage safety in the use of the bicycle; to lobby for 
improved cycling routes; to seek solutions to general problems 
associated with bicycle commuting; to organize regular maintenance 
workshops for cyclists; and to publish and distribute (as a benefit of 
membership) a quarterly newsletter of interest to commuting cyclists.

Amendment to Traffic and 
Parking Regulations 


The following notice has been received 
from Parking Services: 

Article 5.5 of the University of 
Alberta Traffic and Parking Regulations 
has been amended as follows: 
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5.5 Pedestrians 

(a) A pedestrian means a person afoot 
Or a person in a wheel chair. 

(b)A crosswalk means any part of a 
roadway at an intersection or elsewhere 
distinctly indicated for pedestrian 
crossing by signs or by line or by other 
markings on the road surface. 

(c) The rights of way of pedestrians 
and vehicles are as defined in The 
Highway Act of Alberta and the City 
of Edmonton Traffic Bylaw as amended 
from time to time. 

(d) Notwithstanding the generality of 
the preceding paragraph, at a place 
where there is a crosswalk a pedestrian 
has the right of way over vehicles for 
the purpose of crossing the roadway 
within the crosswalk, but nothing in 
this section relieves a pedestrian from 
the duty of exercising due care for 

his own safety.
